No Tariff or Financial Legisla- 


tion This Session. 


The Senate Shelves the Bill Cutting 


Off the Differential on Sugar. 


Tlie Senate Also Voted Down Mr. Vest's 


Cloture Resolution Introduced the First 


Day of the Session—How the Demo- 


crats Divided en the Questions. 


Dec. 13.— The senate 


Wednesday afternoon determined that 
there should be no tariff or financial 
legislation at this session of congress 
The fact had been generally -under- 
stood, but certain senators thought it 
advisable to bring- the issue to an early

The test came on two motions. 
One 


of these -n-as the motion of Senator 
Gray, to take up the bills reported 
from the finance committee at the last 
session, providing1 for a duty of forty 
per cent, on all sugars, thus cutting ou 
the differential. This was beaten by a 
rote of 27 to 23. 


The other motion was Mr. Vest'i, to 


take up his cloture resolution intro- 
duced the first day of the session. By 
a strained construction of the rules 
Senator Faulkner, who was in the 
chair, allowed a vote to be taken on 
the question of superseding1 the Nica- 
ragua canal bill by this resolution, but 
the motion was defeated by a vote of 
34 to 24. 


The republicans voted solidly against 


taking up either the sugar bill or the 
cloture resolution, 
except 
Senator 


Quay, who voted for cloture. 
The 


democrats were divided and the divis- 
ion in each instance was nearly on the 
same lines, 


On the sugar bill the republicans 


were aided by the populists, Allen, 
Kyle and Pcffer, who also stood by 
them on cloture. 
The democrats who 


went against their party were: Blanch- 
ard, of Louisiana; Martin, of Kansas, 
and Roach, of North Dakota. Blanch- 
ard's colleague, Caftrey, voted to take 
up both bill and resolution, 


The democrats who voted against 


taking up the cloture resolution were: 
Bate and Harris, of Tennessee; Blaneh- 
ard, of Louisiana; Jones, of Arkansas; 
Morgan, of Alabama; Palmer, of Illi- 
nois; Pugh, of Alabama, and Roach, of 
North Dakota. 
Gorman allowed his 


general political pair with Frye to 
stand, and so escaped committing him- 
self. 
Senators Sherman and 
Brice 


were absent and paired. 


There was no debate whatever on 


the merits of either question. Senator 
Vest, who has been storming for a 
for a fortnight in regard to cloture, 
contented himself witt the record he 
had made in moving the consideration 
of his resolution, although he made a 
drive at the committee on rules by in- 
forming Senator Harris that eight 
months had elapsed since that question 
had been referred to his committee. 


whereupon Senator Harris proceeded 
to put himself on record in a statement 
as to what form of cloture he would 
favor when the committee met Thurs- 
day at 10:30. 


Iifc said he was opposed to cloture on 


general legislation or what might be 
called politie»l measures, but on ap- 
propriation bills and those affecting 
the revenue, he would agree to limit 
debate. Senator Manderson informed 
him there had never been any attempt 
to prevent the passage of an appropria- 
tion bill or a revenue measure -when a 
majority of the senate had agreed 
upon what should be done.
